COLLEGES DEMAND 
SCHOOL REFORM. 


Association Threatens to Drop 
Chicago Educational Sys- 
tem from Accredited 
List in the West. 


QUICK ACTION BY BOARD. 


Supt. Cooley Authorized to Re- 
move Cause of Overcrowding 
in All the Higher 
Classes. 


A second warning to the Chicago high 
school system has been issued by the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools. In a communication presented 
to the school management committee yester- 
day the association notifies the local school 
authorities that all Chicago high sacheol 
rooms are greatly overcrowded, and that, un- 
less conditions are remedied every high 
school in the city will be dropped from its 
accredited list at the end of the present school 
year. 

This would mean that Chicago high scheol 
graduates will be refused admission, except 
by specia] examination, at every college and 
university in Hlineis, Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Iowa, and several other middie western 
states. For several years, according te the 
association's report, the Chicago schools 
have been kept on the list only by special 
action, “because of the general efficiency 
of these echools."’ ; 

Board Starts Investigation. 

The association’s ultimatum follows close- 
ly upon the announcement made two weeks 
ago that the Lake High school has heen 
dropped from the accredited list because of 
“bad sanitary conditions, uncleanlKineszs of 
pupils, and bad teaching.’’ The school still 
is in disfavor, and is undergoing @ quiet in- 
vestigation at the hands of the school author- 
ities. 

Quick action was taken by the school man- 
agement committee to stave off abandonment 
by the association. By a unanimous vote 
the official limit for the number of puplisina 
Classroom was reduced from thirty-five to 
thirty—-the figure urged by the association— 
and Supt. Cooley was authorized to make the 


rooms. 

This, it was said, will mean increasing the 
number of high school teachers from 871 to 
433, and an immediate expenditure of about 


$15,000. 


Final Request for Reform. 
The association's cotmmunication is dated 
May, 1908, and reads im part as follows: 
45 ‘One important regulation which has been 
ted by the association is as. follows: 


normal number of puptle per teacher, as

recognizes thirty as maximum.’ 

“ For several years the board of inspectors 
has been greatly distressed over the condi- 
tions prevailing in Chicago schools as touch- 
ing this standard. However, because of the 
general efficiency of these schools and be- 
cause of the fact thatthe association needs 
the coSperation of a great city like Chi- 


the accredited List by special action In the 
hope that you would find it possible to in- 
crease the mumber of teachers so as to meet 
this important standard. 
Gives One Year’s Grace. 

“Beeing no tendemcy in this direction, 
however, the board of inepectors adopted the 
following resolution at ite meeting on March 
26, 1008, and ordered that it be conveyed to 
you for your earnest consideration: 


Resolved, That the secretary of this board be 
instructed to notify the board of education of Chi- 
cago that we deplore the conditions in Chicago 
which make fit neceseary to employ so few teachers 
for the large number of pupils enrolled tn the high 
schools, and that it will be impossible for this board 
to recommend the Chicago high schools’ fr. con- 
tinuance upon the accredited Hst of the North 
Central association after this year unless the Te- 
ports from the high schools show that there is a 
temiency to correct this condition. 

The communication is followed by a Hst 
showing that in eleven neighboring cities the 
average number of high schoo) pupils undér 
one teacher is well below thirty. 


But Funds Are Neéded. 

A corresponding reduction in the average 
number of pupils under each teacher in the 
elementary schools is to be made if funds 
for the purpose can be found. This action of 
the: committee was not forced by any out- 
side body, and was taken only after Jong 
discussion. 

Under the present rule of the board forty- 
eight seats must be placed in each elementary 


this limit to forty wherever conditions make 
it possible. 

“To decrease our membership bib Sort, % 
eaid Supt. Cooley, “ would mean theadding 
of about 500 new teachers.” 

“ It would take $500,000 to do this,” said 
President Schneider. “ And every dollar 
that you spend in this way is taken away 
from the other teachers. We need this money 
to raise the present teachers’ salaries." 

“The question of money doesn’t come in 
here at all,” Mra. O'Keeffe interrupted. “The 
rooms are altogether toe crowded, and the 
children should be the first consideration.” 

Finally the measure was passed ‘as a 
policy,” leating definite action subject to 
the approval of the finance committee.

Robert F. Palmer, president of the City 
Letter Carriers’ association of Illinois, was 
arrested yesterday om a charge of robbing 
the matis. 

He made a written confession to Postoffice 
Inspectors Elston and Liewellyn that he has 
been pilfering letters for sixteen years, and 
that the amount of money stolen te large, 


| although he kept no account of it. Palmer te 


a letter carrier of Joltet. 

In his possession when he was taken into 
custody the inspectors found a marked $1 
bill which they had incloged in a “test” 
letter. A 5O cent silver piece. aleo marked. 
was teken from the same missive. Palmer 
tore the letter into bits and threw the pieces 
away. 

His action was seen by the inspectora, who 
followed him over his reuté, and the de- 
stroyed letter was recovered.” 


Model in Church and Business. 

Palmer's arrest at the postoffice in Joliet 
caused a sensation among the other em- 
ployés of the government. He was the last 
man, ft was thought, on the carrter 
force, who would be guilty of rob- 
bing the mails. As a leader in church 
circles, being the teacher of a bible 
clase in the Presbyterian church, Palmer 
was looked upon by his associates as a 
model man. He commanded the respect 
of business men to whom he delivered mail 
for the last eighteen years, and their loyalty 
was shown te him when it became known 
he was under arrest. 

Palmer will be arraigned for a hearing be- 
fore Commissiomer Foote this morning. He 
probably will ask for a continuance until he 
can procure legal advice. 

The arrest of Palmer clears up the mys- 
terious thefts at the Joliet postoffice, ‘cover- 
ing a period of more than fifteen years, 

Former efforts had been made to capture 
the mail thief, but were unsuccessful. 

On the receipt of new complaints from 
Joliet citizens, Col. Stuart, chief inspector 
of the Chicago postoffice division, assigned 
Elston and Liewellym on the caselast Tues- 
day. For reasons which the inapectors will 
not reveal, Palmer wae suspected by them 
and they set a trap to catch him. 


Put “Test” Letters in His Box. ° 

Two ‘‘ test” letters were dropped into the 
postoffice and both found their way to 
Palmer’s box. 

One was addres@ed to a. person who for- 
merly lived on Palmer’s route, but who hed 
moved to anether part of the city some time 
ago. Knowing this, the imepectors say, 
Palmer should not have taken the letter 
from the postoffice. This missive contained 
‘$1.50 In marked money. 

The other “ test’ letter was ad@ressed to 
a vacant lot. It alao contained money. 

Palmer left the postoffice in the afternoon 
with the two “test” letters his pouch. 
Hie made three or four efforts to locate the 
person addressed at the vacant lot, and, fail- 
aoe by to do so, returned ‘the letter to the post- 


tree other letter, oonteintne $1.50, proved 
his downfall. Whem he returned to the post- 
office after the last delivery of the day he 
should have turned this letter in. 

When he failed to do sg he was taken inte 
custody “by the government sleuths. He

Fifty Cases of the Disease Cause 
Action Against Dealer.

Investigation of the milk supply of West 
Pullman was begun by the department at the 
first signe of a typhoid epidemic several 
weeks ago. When it was found that the dis- 
ease flourished among Pichier’s customers 
an Investigation of his sources ef supply was 
instituted, and ten out of the eleven farmers 
from whom he ebtains milk were visited. 


Disease in Farmer’s Family. 

In every instance their farms, dairies, and 
wells were found in at least tolerable condi- 
tion, and it was without great expectation 
that the inspectors went to the eleventh 
farmer, H. Blader, who lives near Hartsdale, 
Lake county, Ind. Here they found typhoid 
in the family, and learned that {t had ex- 
isted a little longer than the epidemic in West 
Pullman. « | 

According to Dr, Koehler, Pichler knew of 
these facts as long ago as Monday, but con- 
tinued to distribute milk until the inspectors 
stopped him, and it is largely for this reason 
that the department will seek to have hie 


license : 
Says Case Is Typical. 

“The present case is typical of what we 
have asserted all along,”’ said Dr. Koehter, 
“T venture to say that if the city health de- 
partment had not codperated early in the 
year with the state board of health in mak- 
ing farmers elean up their wells, the city 
would have been scourged with typhoid, 
particularly in those sections where there 
is a tendency to violate the ordinances cov- 
ering the sale of milk. 

“The severity of the department is fully 
justified, and if our supervision were a little 
more complete these fifty cases in West Pull- 
nian would not have occurred.” 

An investigation made by the department 
into the condition of oysters on sale in 
various parts of the city showed that ail 
samples taken were free from typhoid germs.

IN BALKAN PLANS 


Great Powers Frame Program 


Without Consulting Kaiser 
on All the Details. 


NEWS LEARNED TOO SOON. 


Serious Hitch Occurs as Result 
of Premature Publicity 
of Scheme.

[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Oct. 15.—An extraordinary situ- 
ation has arisen in the rapid development of 
the European crisis. Late editions of the 
London and Paris papers published an elabo- 


gate version, obviously frem an official source, 


of the program of the proposed conference on 
which Great Britain, Russia, and France 
have agreed. 

This important announcement appeared in 
Paris under a London date and in London 
under a Paris date. Scarcely had it become 
public when .the British foreign office an- 
nounced it inaccurate and a substitute, vague 
communique, and M. Pichon, the French 
foreign minister, declared that no program 
will be made public until ali the signatories 
to the Berlin treaty_have been consulted. 

These repudiations were made after the re- 
wpective foreign ministers had received visits 
from Germany’s representatives. The nature 
of the latter’s communications was made evi- 
dent by the significantly disturbing language 
used regarding the subject by -the Paris 
Temps this evening, and by M. Pichon’s sub- 
gequéent attempt to soothe Germany's evident 
dre. The kaiser, in fact, has declared his 
resentment against the course adopted by 
Great Britain, Russia, and France in drawing 
up the pregram for a conference without 
consulting him upon ali the detaiis. - 


cheme Made Known Prematurely. 


What has happened, precisely is this: As- 
pent to the congress was obtained in principle 
from all the powers. Thereupon Great Brit- 
ain; Russia, and France drafted a program 
of questions to be considered.

The first is that articles 1 te 22 of the treaty

of, Novipazar to Turkey. The fourth replaces 
a&rticle 23 of the treaty of Berlin by clauses 
recognizing the annexation of Crete to 
Greece and determining the financial obliga- 
tions of Greece in respect to Crete toward 
Turkey. : 

The fifth proposal is that arrangements 
similar to the above shall apply to the Arme- 
mian provinces of Turkey. The sixth deals 
with Montenegro. The Montenégrin rights 
of sovereignty are limited by article 29 of the 
treaty of Berlin. It ie p sed that articles 
De to 33 be condensed to éne abrogating al! 
the restrictions imposed by the treaty under 
original article-20, which it is proposed to 
gweep away.

END NEAR WHEN AID COMES. 


Numbed by Chill Waters, Raliconinis 
Shake Hands Good-by. 3 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Oct. 15.—The German balloon 
Busley, the last of the contestants in 
the international race for the James Gerdon 
Bennett trophy to be discovered, dropped into 
the North sea early Tuesday morning. 

The balloonists, Dr. Niemeyer and Herr 
Heidemann, were picked up by the coliter 
Pring Wilhelm after a terrific battle for Hfe 
in the chill waters. The aeronaute had given 
up hope of reaching shore and had shaken 
hands good-by when sailors reached them 
and rescued them from the deeps. 

Dr. Niemeyé@r and Herr Heidemann arrived 
in Lendon tonight, wearing cheap ready 
made clothing they bought in kdinburgh, 
they being virtually naked when rescued. 
The sailors loaned them garments until they 
could purchase others. 


Thrilling Story of Peril. 

The balloonists’ story of the hours when 
they believed they were facing death upon 
the night waves is thrilling. 

After being blown over Cuxhaven they 
were not alarmed at the prospect of being 
carried across the sea. On the contrary, 
they were elated, for the wind was driving 
them nothwest, and as.it was estimated the 
gas would last fifteen hours, and they saw a 
prospect of landing in England and winning 
the race. 

But a little later the wind veered, and, 
blowing with terrific force, drove them north- 
ward through pitch darkness and bitter cold. 
When they realized the situation Dr. Nie- 
meyer exclaimed: 

“Now we have done it.” | 

“Yes, we are in for it,” responded Heide- 
mann. 


Signal Ships in Vain. 

Presently they saw the lights of two or 
three ships far below. They shouted and 
signaled with their electric lamps in vain. 
They were driven helplessly for two hours. 
About dawn they saw the lights of the Prinz 
Wilhelm and signaled frantically. At last 
the ship’s foghorn answered them. Dr. 
Niemeyer, telling the story, sald: 

‘ Heidemannm shouted, ‘We are saved!’ 
but we littl knew the worst was yet to 
come. Suddenly we realized that we were 
traveling much faster than the ship and that 
unless we opened the valve and dropped 
our chanee of rescue would be gone. I 
opened the valve and soon the balloon struck 
the waves with tremendous force. The car, 
being weighted with ballast, Instantly sank 
and we were submerged to the armpits. 

“ We climbed up the ropes and grasped the 
extension ring. There was enough gas left 
in the balloon to keep it above water, but 
the whoie thing was driven flopping through 
the waves, which buffeted usin the darkness. 
We suddenly were thrown into consternation 
to see the Prinz Wilhelm’s lights growing 
dimmer, and we watched them lessening 
until they almost disappeared. 


Lights Vanish, End Seems Near. 

“We could not believe we were abandoned. 
It must be that we are still speeding faster 
than the steamer, we said to each other. 
The gas bag acted as a sail, and our only 
hope seemed to be to rip it. Pulling the 
ripping cord with all the strength left in 
my numbed arms, the envelope collapsed 
on the water and the car sank deeper. Half 
frozen and choked by waves, we could not 
&void, with our eyés smarting from salt wa- 
ter, naked, having hastily stripped fn readi- 
ness for a swim, we still held on for our 
lives with our hands, having lost all foot- 
hold when the basket sank. 

“ The collier’s lighte were now mere specks 
in the darkness. So they had abanconed us. 
‘Men, men, how can you foresake us? It 
isn’t human,’ I shouted futilely. Then the 
lights vanished altogether. We thought our 
end was near. I said to Heidemann, *‘][ 
cannot hold on much longer.’ 
be answered quietly. As we gripped the 
netting for a new hold, our hands touched. 
We involuntarily clasped fingers. 


Say Good-By, Then Rescue Comes. 

*“* * Good-by,” I said, ‘it won't last mueh 
longer.’ 

“* Good-by,’ responded Heidemann. 

‘“T shut my eyes to await the end. Then 
out of the darkness we heard a shout. It 
was a human voice, the sweetest sound I 
ever heard. Rapidly nearing us was a boat 
the Prinz Wilhelm had sent to find us. 

“*Catch hold of the oar,” shouted a voice 
in. the German tongue, and the boat drew 
alongside. The sailors with difficulty helped 
us aboard. 

“Twenty minutes later the colMer came 
up and took us aboard., It picked up the bal- 
hoon. The captain and crew treated us gn 
the best possible manner, and, thank God, £ 
are here to say so, but we are disappointed 
that we did not win the trophy.”’

CHARLES E. ROLLINS, president and 
manager of Rollins Publishing company of 
Chicago and well known to insurance men 
throughout the United States as publisher of 
the Argus, an insurance journal, died at the 
Sacred Heart sanitarium at Milwaukee yes- 
terday.

[MAKE COUP IN MANN CASE 


Murder Suspect, Again in Jail, 
Expects Release on Bond, — 


GET HABEAS CORPUS WRIT. 


Police Foreed to Disclose Evidenee 


| . Against Prisoner Next Tuesday. 


Luman C. Mann, charged with slaying Mrs. 
Fannie Gilmore Thompson, is lodged in jail 
on a caplas based upon an indictment charg- 
ing him with first degree murder, but hopes 
to secure his release on bail next Tuesday 
morning through a writ of habeds corp. 
procured by Attorney Charles E. Erbstein 
from Judge Windes late yesterday after- 
noon. 

The securing of this writ is considered 
something of a victory for the suspect, for 
it was the purpose of Acting State’s Attorney 
Hobart P. Young to oppose ite issuance. 
However, inetead of going into the Criminal 
court, as was expected, Attorney Erbstein 
transacted his business in the Circuit court 
at a time when adjournment was about to be 
antiounced. It was too late to file the peti- 
tion in the clerk’s office, but this formality 
will be attended to this morning. 


Force Police to Show Hand. 

The issuance of the writ and the court 
fixing its return for next Tuesday means 
that the police will have to disclose their 
case, Attorney Erbstein declares that he will 
shatter the prosecution, while Inspector 
Wheeler and Mr. Young scoff at the idea and 
say that Mann is guilty and eventually will 
be hanged for the crime. 

“We have all the evidence that wil! be 
presented in court against Mann—that is, we 
are not seeking any more,’ said Inspector 
Wheeler, “ but might get additional evidence 
inet people, coming here and volunteer- 
ng it.” 

“It's the worst case of police stupidity I 
ever heard of, and my reputation is at stake 
when I say there is not one chance in a thou- 
sand of convicting Mann,” said Attorney 
Erbstein. ‘There will be some startling 
revelations when this case ig called in court.”’ 


Parents Accompany Mann to Cell. 

The grand jury returned its formal! indict- 
ment against Mann shortly after 10 o'clock, 
and immediately there was issued the capias. 
But before the deputy sheriffs could serve it 
Mann surrendered and was locked up. His 
father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Orville C. 
Mann of Oak Park, accompanied him to the 
jail, and both kissed him ypon taking their 
departure. As Erbstein parted company 
with the suspect at his cell door he threw his 
arms around the lawyer’s neck and wept, 
the first signs of emotion yet shown by him, 
and declared his innocence and confidence in 
the attempts made to secure his freedom. 

The petition for the writ.of haheas corpus 
recites all the dircumstances of the murder 
and the “alleged” evidence against the 
prisoner. The word ‘alleged’ appears in 
almost every paragraph, even in reference 
to the authority of Detective John Norton, 
who arrested Mann. 

The petition also alleges that a hardship 
was being invoked upon the prisoner by the

TAILOR LED TO KILL HIMSELF 
BY ‘FUSSY’ WOMEN CUSTOMERS 


New York Dressmaker Commits Suicide 
After Worrying About Clothes and 
Their Talkative Buyers. 


New York, Oct. 15.—[Specta!.]—Max 
Krone, aged ‘42, a woman's tailor, died to- 
day from a bullet wound he inflicted himself 
because his customers were ‘‘too fussy” 
over their clothes and “ talked him to death.” 

“Tt wias a clear case of suicide through a 
fit of temporary insanity, brought on by 
worrying over women's clothes,”’ said the 
attending doctor. 

Twenty years ago Krone.came to thiscoun- 
try from Russia and started in business ag a 
woman's tailor on the east side. He pros- 
pered there and in three years was able to 
send for his sweetheart 1n Russia. After 
their marriage Krone decided there was 
more profit in an uptown business, so he 
moved to 79 West Forty-seventh street, 
where he rented workrooms on the firet floor 
with Bving rooms above. 

Mr. and Mrs. Krone lived happily for sev- 
enteen years. His business increased stead- 
ily each year. and four children were born. 
Krone, according to all who knew him, was 
an exemplary husband. He was kind to his 
family and had no bad habits 

**T know of no reason,” said Mrs. Krone 
tonight, ‘“‘for my husband's suicide. He 
had a fine business and was happy with his 
family. The only thing that I can imagine 
fs that he was tired of the worries of the 
business, which he had complained about 
more than ever the last two seasons. 

“The fall is his busiest time in the year. 
He said frequently to me last week: 

“**T will not be a women’s tailor any more. 
They drive me crazy with their foolishness. 
I must stop. They talk me to death.’ 

* Last night he went to bed early and soon 
I heard a shot. I found him with blooi 
rushing from a. wound in his head. He saia 
{it was nothing and I bandaged the wourd. 

Max would neither let me telb the childrer 
morn send for a, doctor. 

“ Thie morning he became unconscious and 
I called Dr. Pfister at 6:30. The doctor took 
my husband to a hospital and he died at 
noon.”’

SPENDS $224,000 A YEAR.| 


Lawyer Declares Quarter. of Mil- 


lion Went Through Woman’s 
Hands in Short Time. 


New York, .Oct. 15-—[Special.J—Delancey 
Nicoll, representing Howard Gould, today in 
arguing Mrs. Gould’s motion for alimony de- 
clared that Mrs. Gould’s drunkenness has 
been almost habitual. The attorney said that 
for years the woman has indulged in profan- 
ity, abuse, and ilk temper, and had spent 
$224,000 in one year. or 

Mrs. Gould’s motion was for $10,000 per 
month pending her sult for separate mainte- 
nance, Attorney Wicoll declared that Mr. 
Gould had provided’$26,000 a year for his wife 
and claims this to be sufficient. He said Mr. 
Gould's income had been $600,000 a year, but 
had been reduced to $400,000. Three hundred 
thousand dollars, he said, had been lost in the 
panic, . 

“ But. whether his income be $600,000 or 
$400,000 makes not much difference,” con- 
tinued Mr. Nicoll. “The question is this: 
Taking all the facts together, has he placed 
this woman in a position while awaiting trial 
of her action for separation to enable her to 
live properly and comfortably? ‘We main- 
tain that he has. Sinee November, 1907, he 
hae allowed her $26,000 a year for her own 
support. 

Why Gould Had to Leave. ‘ 

“The story of why Mr. Gould had to leave 
his wife is a long tale, showing extraordinary 
patience on the part of a husband—patience 
such as few of us can command,” continued 
the lawyer. ‘‘ For years Mrs. Gould has in- 
dulged in profanity, abuse, and il) temper, 
while her drunkenness has been almost habit- 
val. Constant exposure to lawsuits om ac- 
count of her conduct has caused judgments 
to be obtained against Mr. Gould, in the set- 
tling of which he has paid out over $400,000. 


Before the end of 1906 Mr. Gould said to his. 


wife: 

“* You must give up your present methods 
and abandon your present habits or 1 shall 
live with you no longer.’ 

“Mr. Gould also told a relative of Mrs. 
Gould named Sells what was in his mind 
and Sells told him that the only thing that 
surprised him was that Mr. Gould had lived 


-with her so long. But, instead of changing 


her habits or cutting down her reckless, un- 
bridled extravagance, she told her husband 
that she intended to go on just as she had 
been doing. Then he felt compeMed to leave 
her.”” 
Tells of Spies in Castle. 

Lawyer Clarence J. Shearn for Mrs. Gould 
went over again the oft told story of Gould's 
treatment of his wife, of the spies that were 
set on her at Castle Gould,and how she final- 
ly was driven to leave and seek refuge in the 
St. Regis hotel, where she has since been 
living. 

Mr. Shearn maintained that it was cus- 
tomary for the courts to award a wife ali- 


‘meny of one-third or one-fourth her hus- 
+ band’s income, so that the $120,000 asked 


for was not excessive, since Mr. Gould con- 
fessed to an income of $400,000 Mr. Shearn 
declared that all the charges of intoxica- 
tién and other bad habits made against his 
client were trumped up to discredit her in the 
public mind. 

In reply Mr. Nicol said that Mrs. Gouid 
was worth fully $200,000 herseif and needed 
no money for support. Between 18¥¥ and 
1906, Mr. Nicoll said, she had received $766 500 
from her hsuband for her own use and had 
saved at least a third of that sum.

Two Remedies Are Suggested in Dis- 
position of River Dredgings.

Many Deaths from This Cause. 


“I find that in New York 140 deaths occur 


each year from accidents of this sort. I do 
net doubt that in Chicago the percentage is 
considerable, and means should be taken to 
prevent thie loss of Mfe. 

“Tt seernes to me that a screen or a set of 
bare reaching to the height of feur feet, as 
provided in the ordinance, would serve this 
purpose.” 

The ordinance was referred to a subcom- 
mittee composed of Ald. Taylor, Fisher, and 
Richert for consideration. 

Earlier in the session the committee ap- 
pointed a subcommittee, composed of Ald. 
Jones, Richert, Taylor, and Thompson, te 
make a contprehengive revision of the br bulla- 
ing ordinances, following a report of engi- 
neers regarding the use of concrete as a 
building material. 


Probe Pollution from Dredging. 

Commissioner of Public Works John J. 
Hanberg began am inv 
into the reported pollution of the city water 
supply by dredgings from the north branch 
of the river and from other sources. 

A complete revolution in the method of dis- 
posing of these dGredgings, Mr. Hanberg 
said, may be found necessary as a means for 
the protection of citizens. The department 
of health, which has been tmvestigating com- 
plaints of pollution from this source, is pre- 
paring a report and will be relied upon by 
the department of public works for scientific 
data upon which to base its operations. 

As now seen, the problem admits of only 
two solutions—either taking the dredgings 
farther out into the lake—say, twenty miles 
or more—or dumping them on-land some- 
where. 

Mr. Hanberg said that both projects would 
receive careful attention. 

‘Of course, if the dredgings are really the 
cause of pollution they would have to be 
carried a long way out into the lake to help 
conditions,’’ he sa&d. ‘‘ Then, perhaps, ob- 
jeotions might arise from other lake cities 
and the whole affair would be complicated. 


Suggest Dredgings for Fertilizer. 

“A way out which offers fewer obstdcles 
and might prove of vast benefit would be to 
take the dredgings down the drainage canal 
and dump them. The health department 
could easily ascertain their value as an ele- 
ment to fertilize and enrich the soil, and I 
have no doubt that it weuld be considerable. 

“The gist of the whole matter is that the 
health of citizens is more important than 
any amount of dredging and must receive 
our first consideration,” 


COMEDIAN LAUGHS ON STAGE 
AND GOES TO WIFE’S DEATHBED 


Earl Stirling Passes Through Last of 
Three Ordeals, Then Reaches Hospi- 
tal Just in Time. 


With the knowledge that his wife was 
dying at the county hospital, Earl Stirling, 
comedian at the College theater, smiled and 
joked through three performances. Last 
night, after the third ordeal, he hurried to 
the hospital, arriving just in time to bid his 
wife good-by. She died shortly before 1 
o’chock this morning. 

The actor had received word just before 
the final act that Mrs. Stirling was sinking 
rapidly and could not live through the night. 
Stirling, however, having no understudy, 
could not leave the theater at that time. 

Though he almost collapsed before the cur- 
tain went up>he was able to complete his 
part.

Mrs. Stirling, who once was an actress, 
had been suffering from organic heart trou- 
ble for several weeks, but her condition 
suddenly became grave just before the 
Wednesday matinée at the College.

Jury Can’t Tell Whether He Shot 
Himself Intentionally or Not. 


R. J. WALSHE FOUND DEAD. 


Members of Family Say He Had No 
Reason to Commit Suicide, 


After listening to the testimony of mem- 
bers of the family a coroner’s jury decided 
that Robert J. Walshe, who was found dead 
yesterday morning in the basement of his 
house, 2330 Calumet avenue, shot himeelf 
through the right breast. The verdict con- 
cluded, however, with the statement: 

‘From the testimony presented we are 
unable to determine whether the shooting 
was accidental or otherwise.” 

Mr. Walshe had been a merchant tallor 
in Chicago for more than fifty years. Of 
late years his place of business had been 
in the Bedford building, 215 Dearborn street. 
He was 70 years old, a Scottish rite mason, 
and descended from a family of scholars in 
Ireland and Scotland. He was a nephew of 
Prof. Matthew Collins of Dublin university. 
He left a widow and two daughters, Mrs. 
Charlies F. Roberte, and ogo Walshe, 
18 years vid. 


Suicide Theory Is Seveted. 

Mrs. Roberts discovered her father’s bedy 
in the basement. A bullet wound in the right 
breast showed threugh the linen and under- 
wear, which had been burned perceptibly by 
the powder. A large revolver with one cham- 
ber empty lay on the floor. Mr. Walehe, it 
was said, had left the breakfast table in his 
daughter’s house an hour before. 

Members of the family tmmediately gave 
it out that the shooting was accidental, be- 
lieving Mr. Walshe was examining the revol- 
ver when it was dischargéd. 

A *teport, however, soon reached Coroner 
Hoffman that the attending physician, Dr. 
J. 8. Perekhan, 2600 Indiana avenue, had told 
Dr. C.. H. Wiley, in the same building, “‘ Mr. 
Walshe committed suicide.”” Dr. Perekhan 
denied to Deputy Coroner Conrad, who con- 
ducted. the inquest, that he had made any 
positive statement to any one concerning the 
manner of death of Mr. Walshe. 


Business in Good Condition. 

Both Mrs. Roberts and Miss Frances 
Walshe testified that their father was in 
exceNent health, that his business was pros- 
perous, and that he had neve shown any 
signs of melancholia or despondency. 

Members of the family said they knew of 
no motive Mr. Walehe could have had for 
self-destruction, but none of them could ex- 
plain his possession of the revolver, which 
was brand new and had never been used

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TEACHES FRIENDS 
TO EVADE DEBT. 
Telegraph Operator Accused 


of Condueting a “School 
~ of Bankruptcy.” 


PLOT BARED BY LENDERS. 


William M. Marr Charged with 
Filing Six Petitions in the 
Last Nine Years. 


The existence of a “ bankruptcy clique” 
among telegraph operators employed by the 
Postal and Western Union Telegraph dom- 
panies was discovered yesterday through 
an investigation of the case of William M. 
Marr, an “extra” operator for the Postal 
company: A. petition charging Marr with 
having filed six petitions In bankruptcy in 
the last nine years has been filed in the 
United States Distri¢t court. 

When Judge Landis read the charges con- 
tatned in the petition, he ordered an investi- 
gation forthwith and referred the matter to 
Referee in Bankrupicy Sidney C. Eastman. 

The petition, which was filed by Attorney 
Theodore A. Kolb on behalf of Harry P. 
Cullen, 268 La Salle street, who in turn is a 
collector of “ bad debts” for a syndicate of 
money lenders, charges that Marr's succers 
as @ bankrupt has opened up a novel and 
profitable avenue of trade for him. 


Sells His Knowledge. 

It appears that Marr has made a business 
of selling his knowledge of bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings to fellow telegraph operators who, 
like himeelf, had fallen into the clutches of 
the money lenders. As a result of Marr's 
operations there has been an’ increase of 
90 per cent in the number of telegraph opera- 
tors who have been declared bankrupts in 
the last year. 

Just what caused this tremendous increase 
of bankruptcy litigation among telegraph 
operators has been a mystery to the clerks 
and attachés of United States District Court 
Clerk McMillan. When the petition against 
Marr was filed, however, a great white light 
went up for them—it was the work of a 
“ bankruptcy clique,’’ headed by Marr, who 
chargéd his colleagues a fee for “ putting 
them wise.”’ 

'Marr proceeded on the theory that it was 


ruptcy than to pay debts, plus usurious in- 
terest, to money lenders. Elated with his 
success in evading payment he branched 
out in his operations, however, some of the 
claims against him being bills for groceries, 
clothing, rent of typewriters, and house rent. 


Debts Total $10,635. 

The aggregate claims against Marr in the 
six bankruptcy proceedings he has gone 
through amount to $10,636. He was first 
declared a bankrupt in June, 1899, and has 
gone through bankruptcy every twoor three 
years since that time in spite of the fact 
that the law provides that no bankrupt shail 
file a new petition within six years. 

Marr began to teach his new “ trade” to 
fellow operators following the telegraphers’ 
strike a yearago. Many of the strikers lost 
their jobe and when the interest on their 
loans from the money lenders fell due Marr 
came to the aid of the borrowers by offering 
to show them how they could beat their cred- 
itors in the bankruptcy court. 

That he made good is shown by the fact 
that nearly fifty telegraph operators have 
been declared bankrupt in. the last year 
restraining orders issued against their c 
itors. Most of these “ creditors’ are salary 
loan men. Cullen has a list of 400 operators 
against whom various money lenders have 
claims, varying in amounts from $25 to $200.

And yet if the Democratic club of New York 
raises by small subscriptions collected in 
its clubhouse $2.500, made up mainly of $25 
subscriptions, why is it not fair to credit it 
to the club? 4 

But in putting out this list of games the 
democratic national eommittee offérs a chal- 
lenge to the country for any criticism upon 
the character of men who are contributing 
to its funds, The names now are on record, 
they have been published in the press. Of 
the $248,467 contributed, almost half was 
paid by donors of less than $100 each. . 


Straus the Biggest Contributor. 

No individual subscriber pald more than 
$2300. That was Nathan Straus, one of 
the greatest merchants of New York. I 
have seen the day myself when subscriptions 
came into the democratic national commit- 
tee of $30,000 and $50 000, and in one ‘nstance® 
$80,000 from an individual, and yet in the 
campaign -in which these subscriptions were 
made the total did not greatly exceed that 

of the multiplicity of small subscriptions this 
year. 

We go before the country pointing out the 
fact there is no contribution madé to the 
éemocratic campaign fund this year by any 
individual which ig so large as to impose 
‘upon the nominee of the party, should he be 
euccessful, any obligation whatsoever.

regarding immediate building, it is free to 
any man who has the price of purchase. 


Spirit of Commercialism. 

In my short stop in the town I was accosted / 
by one man who wanted to sell me @ lot and 
another who insisted I should take a whole 
block. What-appearance of prosperity there 
was about me, I cannot conceive, but my 
second friend, who was redheaded and a 
bustier, insisted there was no stroller on the 
streets of Gary who lid not want to buy a 
lot or a dozen of t . and he kept at my 
heels like a South Clark street old clo’ man 
long after I had disdainfully dented even the 
suspicion of capitalism. 

Gary ‘bas a main street many miles long, 
en which there is a trolley line running bé- 
tween vitrified brick pavements from the 
Pennsylvania station, which is well out of 
town, up to the “ works” themselves. As 
one gets uptown there is a rea! city. 

There are substantial banks and hotels, a 
rich variety of merchandise shops, and full 
preparation for a city of 50,00 peopie which 
the inhabitants think cervain In the next five 
years. The real estate boomer is abroad in 
the land, of course, but there are department 
stores, restaurants, pharmacies, gin mills, 
book stores, offices of physicians and law- 
yers, undertaking shops, and all the outward 
evidences of civic prosperity. 


Working Force of 15,900. 

When the plans of the steel trust are finally 
accomplished there will be a permanent 
working force of 15,000 men. This is en- 
tirely in addition to the men to be put at 
work in subsidiary concerns, like the Ameri- 
can Bridge company, which are already pre- 
paring to locate here. 

With their families and the city force nec- 
essary to minister to their daily wants a pop- 
ulation of over 40,000 is clearly indicated 
when Gary is going full biast. This hae re- 
sulted in the building up of the city of Gary, 
not as a corporation enterprise but as the 
necessary means of housing so many men. 

At the present time not a furnace is in op- 
eration. The foundry will open in-a few 
days, not for commercial work but merely to 
make castings for the plant itself. There are 
now, as I have explained, 5,000 men engaged 
in the construction work exclusively. 

About 1,000 of these are employed on the 
‘interior railroad system in delivering mate- 
rial and machinery. Of the other 4,000 over 
half are picked employés of the company en- 
gaged in installing the machinery. They will 
be permanent residents, : 

A construction force equally ae large ae 
that at present will be required for the next 
two to five years. Meanwhile one unit after 
another of the mills will be put in operation, 
some of them beginning this winter, so that 
Gary will have a working force of 10,000 men 
long before it can provide them with cheap 
homes enough for their daily habitation. 


What effect all this is to have on the polit-; 


ical situation in Indiana, and particularly of 
Lake county, which is really an extension of 
the Chicago sphere of influence, is a complex 
question which will have to be reserved for 
another dispatch.

Not Cited as Vital Issue. 

*“ Now, that is not a joke; that is a real, 
genuine statement of the condition that is 
to be produced by that guaranty of bank de- 
posits proposition. I do not cite it as a real 
and vital issue In the campaign, because it 
can’t be, but I do cite it as an instance of 
the economic views of Mr. Bryan, and I do 
cite It as another case in which to prove, 
with his views, put him into power as the 
chief magistrate, you will take away the 
confidence of the sensible men of the com- 
munity, who control the investments. and 
when yqu do that you are going to bring us 
to four yéars more of financial depression.”

‘bas Forecast of His Majority Made |} 


by Leaders Is 150,000. 


With the presidential race entering upon 
its last lap there came yesterday the first 
batch of serious estimates of the results. At | 


republican national headquarters the leaders | 


took stock of the situation in the west and at. 
Illinois headquarters the state central com- 
mittee received reporte of the progress of the 
Deneem campaign. 

The moet conservative of the estimates at 
the national headquarters was that Taft 
would carry every western state except Colo- 
rado, Montana. and Nevada, and there were 
those who asserted that Colorado could be 
captured by hard work between now and 
election day. At the state headquarters the 
lowest estimate of Deneen's plurality was 
150,000. 

United States Senator Borah of Idaho, who 
returned from a trip through the west, told, 
the national leaders he is confident Taft can 
carry Colorado. 


Cheerixg Report by Mayor. 

It leaked out thet Mayor Busse made a 
report om Chicago conditions which agree~ 
ably surprised the members of the state 
central committee. He gave it as his opinion 
that Deneen would carry Cook county by 
nearly the usual republican majority. 

“This talk of disaffection in republican 
ranks is dying out,” the mayor is reported, 
to have said. “I have received reports from 
all partes of the city and I am convinced the 
ticket is not in danger of being knifed to 
any dangerous extent. The opposition is 
dwindling rapidly and will practically dis- 
appear before election day, in my opinion. 
Several leaders who have been reported as 
sulking in their tents have come to me with- 
in the last few days iand said they would 
get out and work for the ticket.”’ 

Mr. West made his estimate of a Deneen 
plurality of 200,000 after “ a careful analysis 
of the registration figures.’’ E. ©. Mitchell 
of Carbondale, chairman of the organization 
subcommittee, placed his estimate ‘‘ between 
150,000 and 200,000."’ 


Kespohl Takes Reeves’ Place. 

Walter Reeves resigned as a candidate 
for presidential elector because he is federal 
trustee of the bankrupt Devlin banks, and 
he feared the point might be raised that he 
is disqualified under the law prohibiting 
federal officeholders from being electors. 
The committee named in his place Julius 
Kespohl of Quincy. 

The republicans: have taken advantage of 
Adlai Stevenson's unpopularity with the old 
soldiers to show that Gov. Deneen’s family 
was stanchly wnion in sentiment. While 
Stevenson was working against the union 
cause af a member of the Knights of the 


Golden Circle Deneen's father was fighting 


in the One Hundred and Seventeenth Llli- 
nois volunteers. 

It was through Gov. Deneen’s efforts that 
the legislature made an appropriation to 
build cottages at the Soldiers’ home at Quincy 
for the use of wives of veterans living at 
the home. 


Close of Deneen’s Campaign. 


Gov. Deneen will make a speaking tour of 
the military tract next Monday. He will 
travel on a special train with Senator Berry 
and speak in twenty-one towns, winding up 
at night with a massmeeting at Monmouth. 
On Tuesday the governor will come to Chi- 
cago to begin a systematic canvass of Cook 
county that will last till election day. He 
will be supported in his local program by Sec- 
retary of State Rose and Attorney General 
Stead.

GOMPERS’ FRIENDS BUSY. 


Delegates Believed to Be Unaai- 
- mous in Desiring to De- 
* feat Cannon. 


What promises to be one of the liveliest 
conventione ever held by the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor will begin at Peoria 
Tuesday morning. Politics will take front 
rank among the subjects to be considered. 
The convention will continue four days. 

What stand Illinois labor shall take in the 
national and state campaigns is the question 
which is agitating the delegates. In national 
politics a number of the delegates, notably 
the miners, favor Taft and the republican 
ticket, and Gov. Deneen also has strong sup- 
porters among the federation members, in- 
cluding President Edwin R. Wright. 

It is probable, however, that the Gompers 
supporters will make a strong effort to cap- 
ture the convention for Bryan and the 
Gompers political policy. Prestdent Gompers 
is scheduled to speak in Chicago on the day 
the convention opens, and a strong efor, 
will be made by the followers of his political 
program to induce the labor chief to attend 
the convention. If Gompers can be induced 
to attend, his followers argue, the Bryan 
resolution will be adopted with a shout. 


Republicans Also Active. 

The republicans in the federation also are 
preparing for action. Their object is to pre- 
vent the convention from going on record for 
the democ c party in national politics. In 
the event t can do nothing elee the re- 
publicans will try to prevent the convention 
from making any national political indorse- 
ments. They will concentrate their forces, 
hoavever, im behalf of an indorsement of Gov. 
Deneen and the republican state ticket. ; 

President Wright openly favors Gov. De- 
neon and he will lead the fight for an in-- 
dorsement of the governor and his adminis- 
tration. Severa., .-mes during the last year 
Wright has made reports showing that Gov. 
Deneen has kept his pledges to labor and 
has supported every labor bill in the legisla- 
ture. He will point out to the delegates that 
nearly a dozen labor laws have been adopted 
as a result of the support given them by 
Gov. Deneen. 


Neighbor to Aid Adlai. 

The fight for Stevenson will be led. by John 
B. Lennon, treasurer of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, a neighbor of Stevenson's 
in Bloomington. Lennon, though not a dele- 
gate, will attend the convention and marshal 
the Stevenson forces in behalf of an indorse- 
ment of the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor,. 

About the only thing the delegates appear 
to agree on is the desirability of defeating 
Speaker Cannon. In all probability strong 
resolutions will be introduced condemning 
Cannen as an “ enemy of labor ” and urging 
his defeat. The convention also will goafter 
the members of the legislature who failed to 
support the fourteen labor bills introduced . 
at the last session. A report will be made 
on the record of all members of both housés 

their ‘“‘ labor records’’ made known to 
every member of the federation throughout 
the state.

Kern, the democratic candidate, to be “ un- 
amd warned hie hearers that 
votes for the prohibition candidate meant 
“indirect support” to the same end. 

The Sunday closing question was not 
touched on by Mr. Wayman in his main 
speech, but in reaponse to calis from his 
hearers, he reviewed hie attitude in this 
connection along the lines of a speech previ- 


ousiy made to the club. 
‘Give me a city law closing the saloons 


on Sunday,” he said, “and I will shut up 


Assails the Record of Kern. 

The record of Mr. Kern seemed to furnish 
abundant material for Mr. Wayman, 

“No man could go through what I have 
gone through since I opened my campaign 
unless he felt he had the support of the 
honest people,” he said. “I mean the sup- 
port of the people who stand for morality 
and. decency as against what really is the 
candidacy of John F. O'Malley for state's 
attorney. 

“This is a campaign between Jake Kern 
and John Waynian. Read the Chicago news- 
papers from 1892 to 1896, as I have done. 
You will turn away aghast and appalled 
from this man’s record as you find it there, 
Are the voters of Chicago going to make 
the mistake of electing him again? 

“This is not a question of politics, but of 
good citizenship, If I were not a candidate 
for this office I would go into every village 
in the county and raise the banner of decency 
against this man. 


Repeats Views of Sunday Law. 

“J stated my views on the Sunday saloon 
question a year before most of you knew 
that it would become an issue.

Commission Meeting Tomorrow. 

President Johnson of the American league 
and a national commission member returned 
from Detroit yesterday, and im discussing 
the commission meeting said he expected 
President Pulliam of the National league té 
arrive here today, and that Chairman Herr- 
mann of the commission. would be here to- 
morrow for the meeting. , 

‘The meeting will be held,” he said, “‘ to 
clear the decks of some matters which there 
was not time to reach *during the world’s 
series. Among them will be the cases of the

Branching into a new sport—motoring—the

Jt Was an interesting test from start to fin- 
ish, made more so by the fact that the six- 
teen contestants were amateurs and owners 
of the cars they drove. That nine of the 
gixteen should go around the 100 mile circuit 
with perfect scores speaks well! for the driv- 
ing ability of the amateurs, it being doubted 
if even tradesmen could have done much bet- 
ter. 

The contest was over the Elgin-Aurora cen- 
tury circuit-and the two teams were uneven 
sides because of scratches of Cherry Circle 
motorists at the eleventh hour. John D. 
Towne and W. W. Cheney withdrew from 
the affair Wednesday afterncon and H. M. 
Scott failed to report for the start yester- 
morning because. of a mishap to 
his car. On the other hand the Automo- 
bile chub received its tenth entry, mak- 
ing it six end tem Then it occurred 
to some one that the oki Glidden rule might be 
adopted, whereby the automobile club with its 
ten care could start ali of them against the six 
of the C. A. A., with the penalization against the 
C. A. C, made six-tenths of a point. This met with 
the approval of both sides., 


Confusion at Start. 


There was considerable confusion at the outset, 
but Gnaily the efforts of Starter John G. De Long 
resuked in the cars being sem away in their nu- 
merical order, Bert Nash of the C. A. C. leading the 
way and the reset of the field akernating accord- 
ing to club affiliations.

Sanderson Letter Meets a Cool Recep- 
tion and Methods of English Suf- 
fragettes Fail to Gain Favor. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 15.—The fortieth an- 
nual convention of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association was called to 
order this afternoon by the president, the 
Rev. Anna Howard Shaw. 

Miss Shaw called attention to the progress 
made by the workers for woman suffrage and 
predicted even more rapid advancement of 
the cause in the future.

A WARNING FROM THE “FRIENDS 
OF LABOR.” 

Daniel J. Keefe, president of the Inter- 
national Association of Longshoremen 
and a vice president of the American 
Federation, has dared to disagree with 
Mr. Gompers, and publicly announces his 
intention to vote for Taft.

They are that “ Keefe and the president 
were closeted for several hours in Wash- 
ington on Saturday, Oct. 8,” and that 
thereafter Keefe issued a statement that 
he was going to vote for Taft, although 
when the execitive council of the federa- 
tion issued a circular in September caill- 


ing upon unions to work for Taft’s de- 


feat Keefe had allowed his signature to 
be attached.

Keefe’s immediate denial will never 
overtake or overcome that charge, as the 
men who so remorselessly sowed it in a 
million minds well knew. 

But Mr. Bryan and Mr. Gompers are 
still talking about the Cause of Labor, 
and labor leaders who do not follow them 
will take warning from the fate of Keefe. 


INSURANCE AND BANE DEPOSITS. 

Mr. Bryan has been telling the farmers 
of Nebraska that they are able to insure 
their property against fire, and, therefore, 
they ought to be imsured against loss on 
bank deposits. He tells them that “fire 
insurance was put in operation in the 
teeth of adverse criticism and has proved 
a good thing. From this he draws the 
conclusion that the objections raised to 
the guaranteeing of deposits ought to be 
disregarded. This is faulty reasoning, but 
Mr. Bryan seems “to think it is good 
enough for use on the stump. 

When a man insures his property he 
pays a premium out of hig own pocket. 
The size depends on the amount he is 
insured for and the risk. The rate is less 
for a fireproof building than for a wooden 
one. Mr. Bryan would have the bank 
depositor insured against loss without the 
payment of a premium by him. The cost 
of insurance is to be borne by somebody 
else. The justice of this proceeding is 
not apparent. : 

It would be legitimate to organize a 
company for the insurance of bank depos- 
its, Any depositor who chose to use it 
would have an additional guaraniy 
against loss. But that company would 
no more have a uniform rate than fire 
insurance companies have. It would 
charge the depositor in a weak bank 
more #han it would the depositor in a 
strong one. But Mr. Bryan does not ad- 
vocate the organization of .such a com- 
pany. He would throw all the banks into 
hotchpot. He would make a community 
with sound banks with deposits aggregat- 
ing $500,000,000 pay a thousand times 
as much into an imsurance fund from: 
which the depositors in those banks would 
derive no benefit as a community with 
‘feeble banks whose deposits amounted 10 
$500,000. This is palpable injustice. 

Fire insurance companies fail  some- 
times. to pay their losses. It has hap- 
pened in Chicago, San Francisco, ani 
elsewhere. Perhaps four years hence Mr. 
Bryatt will be arguing that ali the ecum- 
panies shouldbe taxed at a uniform rate 
to create a fund out of which the debts 
of the insolvent ones might be paid art 
once. Such a contention would be quite 
as logical and fair as the one Mr. Bryan 
is now urging. 

It would not, however, appeal! so strong- 
ly to a worthy but poorly informed ele- 
ment ip the community. The depositors 
im national banks, the only ones Mr. 
Bryan could legislate for if in power, are 
not sending him votes of thanks for his 
interest in their welfare. They have lost 
less through bank failures than fire insur- 
ance company failures. The depositors in 
state commercial banks are not rising ap 
to call Mr. Bryan blessed-except in parts 
of the country where the baiks are weak- 
est, least conservative, and most likely to 
There are men who have pinched and 
almost starved for years to save a hun- 
dred dollars or so. The natural re- 
ceptacle for the money would be a sav- 
ings bank where it would earn some“ 
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of absolute ‘security for their dey 
most attractive, and it is {not always 
easy tod convince of its unsoundness men 
who do not wish to be convinced, 

It should be easy to make depositors or 
would-be depositors in Illinois savings. 
banks understand that the national gov- 
ernment, even with Mr. Bryan at ‘ts 
head, could not force a guaranty of de- 

, ae 
posits upon those banks. Only the state 
of Illinois could do it. The man who 


votes for Bryan so that he may get a. 


guaranty of savings bank deposits its 
throwing away his vote. 


CANDIDATES AND CONSERVATION. 

President Roosevelt, Mr. Taft, Mr. 
Bryan, and many other prominent citizens 
have given their hearty support to the 
movement for the conservation of the nat- 
ural resources of the United States. But 
the codperation of members of congress is 
equally important because their votes 
must be secured if effective measures are 
to be taken. For this reason the canvases 
now being made by the Conservation 
League of America among the candidates 
for congressional honots is a work in the 
right direction. 

It is not too much to say that the coun- 
try needs in congress at the present ‘time 
men of large outlook who will not shrink 
from the consideration and the decision 
of great problems, Such undertakings as 
the isthmian canal, deep waterways, irri- 
gation, . reclamation, conservation are 
best intrusted to those whose horizon is 
not limited by the bounds of congressional 
district or state. The pledges of hearty 
cotperation already received by the league 
from candidates in the central west are 
encouraging. If others reply in the same 
way the canvass will be an effective 
method of stimulating interest in the 
great work that must be done. 


CRUSH THE NIGHT RIDERS. . 

Gov. Willson of Kentucky makes a sen- 
sible appeal to the people of the state in 
his strong proclamation against the con- 
tinuance of the régime of the night riders, 
He urges good citizens to rise:in their 
might and crush out the organization. He 
calls upon them to assemble in their own 
neighborhoods to combine for prompt, 
stern, and effective measures “to punish 
every cowardly scoundrel who rides the 
road to threaten his neighbors.” 

The tobacco war is not involved flow. 
The case that has aroused the governor 
was the killing of a negro, his wife, and 
two children. It followed the murder of 
four helpless prisoners by the same “ das- 
tardly assassins.” Both were indirect 
outgrowths of the lawlessness dominant 
in the tobacco growers’ conflict. If the 
fait name of Kentucky is to be spared 
further blots the people must take a hand 
in an earnest effort to check the evil. The 
safety of its institutions and what # has 
of civilization can be maintained for the 
commonwealth only by a popular more- 
ment against lawlessness. | 

What many thought would follow the 
arson, intimidation, and proscription § of 
the Kentucky tobacco war has* resulted. 
Night riding has spread to the cotton 
country farther south. It has been adopt- 
ed as a feature of race hatred. Like the 
Kuklux of old, the night rider is abroad 
doing deeds which Kentucky's executive 
rightly stigmatizes as “incredible wicked- 
ness, brutality, and dastardly cowardice.” 
What is worse, rnmors come of negro 
night riders organized in self-defense. 
the people of Kentucky should heed the 
call of their governor and demand in no 
uncertain tones the cessation of such work 
the influence upon Georgia, Louisiana, and 
other parts of the south where similar 
things have been taking place might be 
strong enongh to put a stop to what is 
becoming a. serious menace to law and 
order and peace.

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EOPLE often have been puzzled as to 
the amazing manner in which Enyperor 
William manages to keep abreast of all 
the scientific developments of his time. 
A clew to the manner in which he ac- 

complished this may be found in the fact 
that he has just had staying with him at his 
shooting box at Rominten Prof. Adolf Siaby 
of the Berlin university, the scientific expert 
of the great Royal College of Technology at 
Charlottenburg. 

It seems that the emperor ie in the habit 
of having the eminent professor spend a week 
with him every year at Rominten, in strict 
seclusion, and during that time the sage 
passes in review for the katser’s benefit all 
the scientific discoveries of the preceding ' 
twelve months, expatiating of course on 
those which prove of most interest to his 
sovereign. The professor finds in the em- 
peror an apt echolar, and itis, thanks tothia, 
that the emperor is so exceedingly up to date 
in all matters of scientific discovery. 

Cornell university's only prince just at 
present is the son of the maharajah of Cooch 
Behar, without exception the one of all the 
vaseal rulers of India who is most popular 
at the court of St. James and with English 
people generally. The British reigning fam- 
ily holds the maharajah in especially high 
regard, as dif. also the late Queen Victoria, 
who insisted on the name of Victor being 
given to that particular one of the mahara- 
jah's sons who is now at Cornell, 

Cooch Behar is an important principality, 
with an interesting history extending over 
many centuries, and at one time it stretched 
across a great part of Bengal, coming down 
to the bay, including among its provinces the 
Himalayan state of Bhutan, Im the eight- 
eenth century it first became associated with 
Great Britain, and “s loyalty to the latter 
has remained unbroken ever since; never 
more strongly shown than at the time of the 
mutiny, in the subsequent Bhutan war, and 
also in the frontier wars of ten years ago, in 
which the maharajah took a personal part, 
greatly distinguishing himeelf at the battle 
of Dargai. Cooch Behar is probably'the only 
principality in India that has never known 
a famine. and, although its population is 
under 1,000,000, composed two-thirds of Hin- 
doos and one-third of Mahommedans, its 
prosperity is altogether far and away ahead 
of its area. 

——-s. 

The maharajah has done more than any 
one else to spread the influence and practice 
of Freemasonry in India, and has filled the 
highest offices of the brotherhood, having 
been grand master of Bengal and grand 
senior warden of England. He is devoted 
to every form of western sport, particularly 
to polo and to racquets, and in the spring of 
each year holds big game hunts in hie domin- 
fons, where he has treated all sorts of royal 
visitors, including King Edward and his two 
brothers, also the prince of Wales, the pres- 
ent czar. the Austrian’‘heir presumptive, the 
count of Turin, the duke Orleans, and 
many others, to tiger, elephant, and bear 
shooting. 

‘The maharaiah, like his sons, is a member 
of tha Brahmo Somaj, or New Dispensation 
church, which is untrammeled by caste re- 
strictions and which, based upon the uncor- 
rupted teaching of the Vedas, was founded 
by Keshub Chunder Sen, whose eldest daugh- 
ter the maharajah married in 1878. In ac- 
cordance with the practice of this creed the 
maharajah is a monogamist;.and the ma- 
harani is a well known figure in London so- 
clety, and at the court of St. James. The 
eldest son, Prince Raj Rajendra Narayan, is 
a graduate of Oxford, and at present is as- 
sociated with his father in the government of 
the latter’s principality. Prince Victor. now 
at Cornell. was at Eton before coming to 
America. The maharajah. like his sons and 
the maharant, talks English perfectly. and is 
thoroughly acquainted with all the ethics and 
ctstoms of English society.

Another Indian ruler who ie popular in 
England is the Jam Sahib of Nawagar, who, 


many years in England in rather straitened 
circumstances, acquiring there, however, 
considerable fame asa cricketer. In that ca- 
pacity he visited the United States with an 
English eleven, and under the name of Ranj! 
was extensively entertained at Philadelphia 
and New York. despite his dusky hue. His 
succession to the throne. through the unex- 
pected death of two distant relatives. came 
suddenly, and carried with it the transforma- 
tion from obscurity to sovereignty and from 
poverty to great wealth. 

At first the prince wae delighted with the 
change, and reveled-in his good fortune out 
fn his orfental principality. But then he de- 
veloped an extraordinary homesickness for 
Engiand and English life, and accordingly 
left India for England last winter, and on 
reaching the united kingdom leased for twelve 
months Shillinglee park. near Petworth. in 
Sussex, from young Lord Winterton. who 
eailed: from New York last week after a stay 
of two months in this country. There the 
Jam. as Ranji is now styled. settled down to 
the life of an English country gentleman. 
entertaining extensively and devoting him- 
self to cricket and to all sorts of other forms 
of English sport, in which he !s an adept

There is no doubt that at one moment he 
seriously thought of abdicating his Indian 
throne and of taking up his residence in Eng- 
land for good andall. In fact, rumorsto this 
effect were widely published on both sides of 
the Atlantic, but either his own conscience 
or elee. wise friends seem to have awakened 
in him a sense of his obligations to the near 
a million natives of India whose destinies are 
confided to his absolute rule, and after play- 
ing what he declared to be his last and final 
cricket match in England, and bidding a sad 
farewell to his many friends in that country, 
he has restored Shillinglee park to Lord 
Winterton, several months before the expira- 
tion of his lease. and has sailed for India, / 
with the avowed intention of never again’ 
leaving the orient. where he proposes to de- 
vote the remainder of his existence wholly 
and entirely to his people. 

By so doing he has won the sincere good 
will and commendation of the English gov- 
ernment, and especially of King Edward, 
who. while they like occasionally to see In- 
dian rulers in London so as to keep in touch 
with. them, thoroughly disapprove of their 
living altogether In Europe, without any 
regard or care for their duties of sovereignty. 
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Apropos of Gorki’s recent marriage to the 
actress And¥fejewna, who accompanied him 
to this country and who wae made the object 
of so Severega boycott by all the New York 
people who had at first enthusiastically wel- 
comed the author in the mistaken belief that 
they were man and wife, it may be of timely 
interest to méntion that despite her connec- 
tion with the Russian stage, she belongs to 
one of the oldest houses of the Muscovite 
afistocracy and is a daughter of Baron Ju: 
rawski, the baronial title dating from the 
reign of Peter the Great, although the no- 
bility of the family is of much older origin. 
Gorki, as every one knows, is a man of the 
humblest extraction, and may be said to have 
climbed up his way to lterary eminence 
from the lowest rungs of the social ladder.

Accepted, and Occasion Taken to Praise

It remained for Trum- 
bull to push through the senate the amend- 
ment to the constitution making slavery im- 
possible. 

He declared that Illinois contributed three 
great men to settle the slavery question—Lin- 
coln, Grant. and Trumbull, to whom equal 
honors are due. 


CAUSES OF LAX. CITIZENSHIP. 


Ambassador Bryce Gives Indulgent 
Temper of Times, Growth of Pop- 
ulation, Passion for Amusement. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 15.—James Bryce, 
the British ambassador, in opening the lec- 
tures on the Dodge foundation at Yale 
university tonight said that in his discus- 
sion of “The Responsibilities of Citizen- 
ship ’’ he would avoid comment upon current 
American politics. He proposed to confine 
himself chiefly to European and especially 
to English facts. 

Tonight's lecture treated ofjindolence, the 
indifference to public affairs, and slackness 
in discharging public duty, which, he said, 
had been found in mearly all constitutional 
countries and is a serious obstacle to prog- 


ress. 
He indicated several causes which had 
tended In modern timesto reduce the inter- 
est of the citizen in his functions. One was 
the more indulgent temper of our times, 
which-takes everything and everybody easily. 
Another arose from the vast growth of pop- 
ulation, which made each man’s share in 
government seem £0 small. . A third was that 
competition with public duty of new tastes, 
pursuits, and interests which the more 
changeful character of business, the increas- 
ing knowledge of science, and liking for art, 
and, above all, the passion for amusement 
and all that is called “ sport,"’ hae brought.

Advance in American Can Is Attributed 
to the Leeds Estate.

Interested banks in and outside the Chicago 
Clearing House association met yesterday 
and approved the sale of certain former 
Walsh securities for $800,000, in accordance 
with recommendations of the clearing house 
committee previously outlined. 

John R. Walsh & Co. take some exception 
to the announcements which have been made 
relative to this sale and yesterday issued the 


following: 
“The bid of Cobe & McKinnon for certain 


has given rise to censiderable confusion in 
the minds of interested parties by reason of 
many conflicting and inaccur statements 
which have appeared from time to time with 
respect thereto. 

“On or about April 1, 1907, the clearing 
house banks held a balance of approximate- 
ly $11,000,000 against the so-called ‘ Walsh 
securities,’ received from the Chicago Na- 
-tlonal bank, the Equitable Trust company, 
and the Home Savings bank In December, 
1906. Under date of April 1, 1907, a settle- 
ment was made whereby the clearing house 
purchased outright from the three banks 
above mentioned approximately $4,000,00v 
of securities at book value and accrued in- 
terest, and J. R. Walsh & Co. purchased 
approximately $7,000,000 of securities from 
the three banks at book value and accrued 
interest. 

“These two purchases wiped out the ad- 
vances of the clearing house banks and the’ 
balance of assets under the terms of the 
settlement were returned to the three banks. 

“J. R. Walsh & Co. paid for their pur- 
chase of securities by effecting a loan from 
the clearing house banks in the sum of some- 
thing over $7,000,000, secured by certain col- 
laterals appearing in the collateral agree- 
ment under the head of schedules ‘A,’ ‘ B,’ 
a er Se 

“ Accordingly when the whole settlement 
was concluded under date of April 1, 1907, 
the First Trust and Savings bank as trus- 
tee for the clearing house banks held about 
$4,000,000 of securities as absolute owner and 
also held the note of J. R. Walsh & Co. for 
about $7,000,000, secured by collaterals as 
above set forth. 


Issue of Participation Certificates. 


“The First Trust and Savings bank, trus- 
tee forthe clearing house banks, in order 
to give each bank a proper token of its 
interest in the settlement, issued participa- 
tion certificates to each of the clearing house 
banks showing the percentage of interest 
which each bank held in the $4,000,000 of 


“ The participation certificates covering the 
$7.000.000 note were designated as ‘series 
A,’ and the participation certificates repre- 
senting the $4,000,000 of securities owned by 
the clearing house banks were designated 
as ‘series B.’ 

“The bid of Cobe & McKinnon was for 
certain of the securities owned by the asso- 
clated banks and represented by participa- 
tion certificates ‘series _B.’ These securities 
have been confused in various published 
statements with the securities under sched- 
ule ‘B attached to the collateral trust 
agreement securing the $7,000,000 note. 

* It is pertinent to observe, therefore, that: 

“1. Neither John R. Walsh nor J. R. 
Walsh & Co. ever owned any of the securi- 
ties covered by the Cobe & McKinnon bid, 
these securities having been purchased from 
the three banks by the clearing house banks. 

“2. The above mentioned purchase by the 
clearing house banks was made April 1, 1907, 
and neither the Chicago National bank, the 
Equitable Trust company, nor the Home Sav- 
ings bank has any present financial interest 
in the price which the securities bring. 

“3. The securities bid for by Cobe & Mc- 
Kinnon constitute a part of the securities 
covered by the participation certificates ‘ se-~- 
ries B,’ but do not cover any collaterals 
whatsoever owned by John R. Walsh or J. 
R. Walsh & Co., nor any collaterals what- 
soever deposited as collateral security to 
the $7,000,000 note of J. R. Walsh & Co. 

“4. The securities covered by the Cobe &

Advance in American Can. 

The recent advance in American Can 
siyares is ascribed in part to a belief that 
original interests in the company have taken 
over the holdings of the W. B. Leeds estate. 
Mr. Leeds was one of the Moore group. The 
considerable fortune which- he possessed at 
the time of his death was made through his 
business association with the Moores. Sev- 
éral years ago he decided to withdraw from 
active business participation with these as- 
sociates. He began by disposing ofa large 
amount of Rock Island securities. Ever 
since his withdrawal his holdings in the dif- 
ferent Moore stocks have been a menace to 
the market. So far as La Salle street is 
concerned, it was not known generally when 
or whether his holdings in the American Can 
company would come on the market. Now 
that presumably these securities have been 
taken over there are no large blocks to be 
offered. 

At the same time the company has made 
a good record and with the return of busi- 
ness activity it is assumed that the company 
will profit along with every industry. The 
preferred shares are cumulative at the rate 
of 7 per eent per annum, and when once the 
company is able to provide for the deferred 
dividends the stock should look attractive. 


Confidence in Wall Street. 

Joseph T. Talbert, vice president of the 
Commercial National bank, returned yester- 
day from New York. He said, among other 
things: 

‘I found the banks in New York were 
making records in the matter of high deposits. 
There was a general feeling of confidence 
over the business situation. Money there 
ie extremely cheap and no apprehension is 
felt over the fall) demand for currency. 
There is, however, some thought that a dis- 
cussion of the tariff after the election may | 
hold general business in check. Some of 
the interests are of the beliet that there may 
be a democratic congress.” 


Russia to Offer Large Ioan. 


According to the London Statist the nego- 
tiations for the coming Russian loan “‘ have 
begun in earnest, but are not expected to be 
completed for some time yet, there being so 
much to discuss: The principal four points 
are the amount of the loan, the rate of inter- 
est, the price of issue, and the date of issue. 
With regard to the last of these points the 
issue will be made early in November. Short 
loans. amounting to 800,000,000 frances, or 
£32,000,000, will fall due at the beginning of 
April next, and provision has to be made for 
the funding of these. In addition the Rus- 
sian government will probably require half 
as much again, or 400.000.000 francs, for new 
outlays. If that be so, the total will come 
up to 1,200,000,000 francs, or £40,000,000. 


Chicago and the Market. 

There has been considerable buying by 
local commission houses of United States 
Steel shares based on the belief that the net 
earnings for the quarter will reach $25,000,000, 
Other issues that have been bought have 
been the Gould securities, notably Missouri 
Pacific.
